General Richard Montgomery, a dis- 
tinguished oflu-er in the war of the 
Involution. 
It continued to be in 


Montgomery county until 1791, when 
the countv of Otsego was formed. The 
southern boundary was then the Sus- 
quehanna. 


The town of (Jnadilla was formed in

17'.i2 and Oneonta was then included 
in that town. In 1796 the towns of 
Otego and Suffrage were formed from 
Unadilla. 
The town of Otego then 


also embraced what is now the town 
of I^aurens. which was taken from 
Olego in ISiO. 
In 1801 the name of 


Suffrage was changed to the town of 
Milford. In 1S22, the town of Hunts- 
ville was formed from Unadilla, Ote- 
go, and from a tier of lots from .Dela- 
ware county, on the south side of the 
Susquehanna river. 
That 
change 


took one entire tier of lots from Del- 
aware and added it to Otsego county. 


It would seem from 
the 
records 


kept that Otego claimed most of the 
present town of .Oneonta in her for- 
mer bounds up to 1830, for Oneonta 
has in its clerk's office the records of 
the town of Otego from its formation 
from Unadilla, and the first ten years 
of the records of the town of Oneonta 
are kept in the same book. 


It will be seen from the above his- 


tory that Oneonta has been in part 
or wholly In Albany, Tryon, Mont- 
gomery, ^Delaware, and Otsego coun- 
ties. 
It has also been wholly or in I 


part in the towns of Otsego, Unadil- 
la, Otego, Suffrage, Huntsville, Mil- 
ford, Franklin, Kortright, Davenport 
and Oneonta, where it still remains. 
Its records, it properly kept, will be 
foiyid in the counties of Albany, Try- 
on, Montgomery, Delaware and Ot- 
ssgo. 
The town records will be In 


Unadilla. Otego, Suffrage, 
Milford, 


Huntsville, Franklin, Davenport and 
Oneonta. I think a like local history 
of a. piece of land cannot be found In 
our entire country. 


Many years passed hefore the true 


bounds of the town of Oneonta were 
found by Its inhabitants, although a 
full record of Its bounds Is contained 
In the law-making of, the town; and 
the boundaries of the town were also 
correctly recorded In the town book: 
of records of Oneonta previous to the 
making of any other entries in the 
same. 


April 26, 1832, a railroad was char- 


tered between Colliers and Coopers- 
town. May 18, 1S36, the Cherry Val- 
ley and Susquehanna Valley railroad 
was chartered. 
These both 
proved 


to be merely paper railroads, how- 
ever. It was not until 1843 that the 
Albany 
and 
Susquehanna Railroad 


company was formed. 


August 29, 1865, wag an auspicious 


day In the history of my town and 
county. 
They awakened from prim- 


itive slumber and found themselves 
in the highway of assured prosperity. 
This day was the occasion of the Rail- 
road Celebration—a day that may be 
termed the bright, particular turning 
point which reveal-J the first, faint 
glimmerings of that subsequent re- 
markable advancement which is so 
well testified today by the great solid 
lines of brick and maeonry and the 
wide roads which have been built in 
our county. People thronged to On- 
eonta in great crowds for this cele- 
bration. Excursion trains came from 
Albany and the invited guests were 
then escorted to the village hotels 
where dinner was served. 
After this, 


everyone repaired to the First Baptist 
church-yard 
where 
speeches were 


made by prominent men. The enthu- 
siasm of the day brought more clear- 
ly before the minds of the people 
what great strides Otsego county ;(-id 
tho town of Oneonta were making 
toward their advancement in civiliza- 
tion. 


Otsego county was well represent- 


ed on the southern battlefields in the 
war for the Union. That gallant reg- 
iment, the Third Xew York Cavalry, 
was composed of as brave a body of 
men aa ever fronted death on bloody 
tU'ld or upheld the honor of their na- 
tive land in the storm and stress of 
battle. 
This regiment, 
as 
its well 


known, embraced many men 
from 


Otsego county, forty having joined 
the ranks from Oneonta alone. 


Tho third New York Cavalry was or- 


ganized in 1S61, and was known as 
Van 
Allan's Cavalry. 
Enlistments 


from Otsego county, however, were, 
not made till 1S6~. Other enlistments 
from Oneonta, afterwards, largely in- 
creased the number of cavalrymen 
from there, but nearly all joined Com- 
pany G. 


In 1 M U 5 , the American National Red 


j Cross, profiting by the lessons of the 
Spanish War, was finally and perman- 
ently incorporated and nationalized. 
Oneonta was made tin: headquarters"| 
of th« chapter in Otse.go county. The i 
service to our forces on the Mexican I 
border gavo opportunltt-s for prac-j 
tical training which were improved 
in the uttermost. So. when the World 
War came and the appeal went out 
to the country for a. hundred million 
dollars, our town and county, always 
noted for its 
patriotism and high 


standard 
of principles, contributed 


even more than its share. 
It was a 


typical 
American 
accomplishment 


that, at the close of the campaign, the j
